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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

or 2 classified in class 536, subclass 23.1 . 

II. Claims 3, 7, 11-13, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid having SEQ ID NO: 3 
or 4, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1. 

III. Claims 3, 7, 1 1-13, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid having SEQ ID NO: 5 
or 6, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1 . 

IV Claims 3, 7, 11-13, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid having SEQ ID NO: 7 

or 8, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1 . 
V. Claims 3, 7, 1 1-13, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid having SEQ ID NO: 9 

or 10, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1. 

2. Claim 4 link(s) inventions l-V. The restriction requirement between the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 4. The particular 
domains of SEQ ID NO: 23-32 appear to be located within SEQ ID NO: 1, 3, 5, 7, 9.

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
